Captain Bad's plan (or a ship rail

It is said that alter the defeat of th 


treaty noder which it was proposed onr 
gOYernment should build the railroad 
some serenty or eighty capitalists de 
eided to organize and ask congress t 
giT« the stockholders of the uhip rail 
way [company a guarantee for fift«e 
yean that they shall receive dividend 
of 5 per cent on $15,000,000, with th 
condition that the guarantee shall no 
attach until after the railway is com 
pleted and in operation, and that an; 
sum paid under the guarantee shall b 
repaid to the United States. In con 
sideration for this conceisiou the com 
pany propose to give a reduction ot 2 
per cent upon the tolls on all American 
coastwise commerce over the railway 
for thirty years. The Mexican govern 
ment agrees to guarantee 5 per cent pe 
annum upon $25,000,000, on the snmi 
conditions, and also agrees to give tb 
right to obtain the guarantee asked o 
the United States from it or any nation 
or nations, and to give such guarantee 
ing nation a representation in the boan 
of directors fully equal to thftt which 
Mexico reserved. 


The above plan amounts to a proposi 


tion that the government shall unbjidiz 
onr coastwise commerce to the ainoun 
of $750,000 a year for fifteen years o 
$11,250,000 altogether, with a promise 
that the money shall be repaid at some 
future time. It seems that the govern 
ment of the United States, which has 
paid ao many millions in money to the 
transcontinental railways and enabled 
them to control the enormous trade o: 
the west should now be willing ta msis 
in the construction of means for trans- 
portation which would free us from the 
grasp of the railways, anil enable ua to 
get our products to market at less than 
ou« half of the present expense.* 


The Democrats are counting upon 


carrying New York next month, as if 
there were no shadow of doubt in tbe 
matter. 
As u matter of fact, New York 


is politically tb* most uncertain State in 
the Union, and has been for twenty-fiv* 
years. It went as follows in the past

It will be remem- 
bered that a story came from Buffalo 
some months ago that th* President 
was engaged to be married to Miss 
Folaom. 


Senator Morgan, of Alabama, says 


the most important financial question 
that will be befo/e Congress tbU winter, 
is tbe provision of some substitute for 
National bonds ae a security lor the 
circulation of National bank*. Bond 
calls cannot be suspended indefinitely, 
and within the near future the 3 per 
cent* must be redeemed.

•nbstitute, I think," said the Senator, 
"that i* practicable, i> Btnte bond* 
with • wktar margin ol security than i» 
demanded iD th« caae ot Government 
bonds. 


From the reports received thus far it

The demand for small currency is 


enormous just now, a Washington Star 
reporter was informed at the Treasury 
Department, and the indications are 
that the money is being put into aptua 
business or spent for the material im- 
provement of the country. 
This is 


sbown by tbe character of the money in 
demand; by tbe gradual extension o: 
commercial and manufacturing enter- 
prises; by tbe increased value- of rea 
estate in nearly every city in tbe conn- 
try, and by the valuation of contiguous 
farmland. -The same activity in rea 
estate noticeable here is apparent else- 
where throughout the country. Money 
instead of being put into gigantic and 
doubtful speculations, is beiug put into 
business enterprises which contribute to 
tbe general prosperity and give a cor- 
responding increase to tbe valne of prop- 
erty. Thus large sums of money that 
jave been hoarded are going into rea 
estate, and buildings are going on every- 
where. Members of Congress report in- 
creased business activity in their sec- 
ions. They say the oropa are good, 
the farmers are in good spirits and the 
>nsiuea* men are preparing for and ac- 
tually experiencing a considerable in- 
crease in business activity.

Boom 330 at the Gait House is occu- 


pied by a medinm-nized white-haired 
man, who is usually attired in a plain 
dt-rk suit, with a coat of the double- 
breasted sack cut. There is nothiuf 
flashy about him. Tbe man ia E. J. 
Baldwin, familiarly known as "Lucky" 
Baldwin, tbe noted California million- 
air*. Mr. Baldwin has been here for 
several days attending the Fall races 
with his string of runners. 


Mr. Baldwin related to a Courier- 


Journal representative much of his early 
experience, how he rose from poverty 
to millions, and what danger* and la- 
bors he passed through before he 
reached wealth. He was born near Cin- 
cinnati, O., but in 1853 was running a 
small store in liacine, Wis., endeavor- 
ing to take care of himself and a young 
wife. 


For four.years tbe fame of the golden 


California coast had traversed all parts 
of the East and the Mississippi Valley. 
Stories of how men, one day the pos- 
sessors of nothing, on the next the own 
ers of fortunes, were common, an.l all 
were believed. lu that same year, 1853, 
Mr. Baldwin sold out his little store in 
Racine and he and his wife joined a 
wagon-train to make their perilous way 
across the plains to the new El Dorado, 
where fortune bid fair to smile on all. 
Indiana were tbe great danger to the 
emigrants, and during tbe year that Mr, 
Baldwin chose for his journey they 
were worse than they had ever boen be- 
fore or since, although there ia much 
reason to believe that many of the rob- 
beries and murders were committed by 
th* Mormons disguised as Indians. 
Mr. Baldwin's tram was cot an excep- 
tion to the list of sufferers, and he 
graphically related how the attack was 
made. 


"When we came to the Hnmboldt 


river, in Colorado," he said, "our party 
separated, about thirty, among whom 
were myself and wife, going to the 
north, in order to pass around the wells, 
or headquarters of the Humboldt river. 
Wo had left the main portion of tbe 
train for several days, and had gone 
around the wells, when we camped one 
evening near a spring of fresh water in 
a little valley, with a high bluff on one 
uido. The night passed away without 
trouble, but early the next morning, 
just after daylight, 


SHOTS WKBE FIEED AT TJS FBOH THE 


BLUFF. 


A party of Indians had concealec 


themselves amid the thick shrubbery on 
top of the cliff, and were beginning a 
lively fire upon our party. We had 
placed our wagons in a kind of semi-cir- 
cle, and, barricading behind them, we 
returned the fire, Our people were not 
at all well armed, for they had only a 
number of old gun a that cauld not be 
depended on, and thus little damage was 
done on either side. The Indiaus sent 
part of the men around and they came 
down in the valley, opening a fira from 
our side. Things grew too hot, and we 
had to take flight. We hitched up onr 
horses and took onr course through a 
kind of canon that led through tbe hills. 


"The Indians followed us with a yell, 


and soon overtook our wagons. They 
could have killed us, but evidently 
thought they had a sure thing and pre- 
ferred to sport with ua for a while. I 


as driving the wagon, in which lay my 


wife, who was ill. 
Two Indians, each 


with a cocked revolver, seized bold of 
the bridles of my horses and ran along 
their side. I gave myself up for lost, 
but the Indiana did not sboot. 


"Oar good fortune saved us. Just at 


the head of the canon was encamped a 
large ox train, embracing a party of 
about seventy-five people. They, too, 
bad been attacked by the Indians, but 
by building a fortification held them at 
bay. Both our party and the Indians 
who were attacking us ran upon this 
train before we knew it, and tbe Indians 
were afraid to pursue us further. 
We 


at once joined forces with the other 
crowd, while the two parties of Indians 
did the same. They surrounded onr 
camp, and crawling around the tall grass 
Hired upon us whenever a man exposed 
bimself, yat they were not sufficiently 
strong to storm our fortifications. We 
remained in that spot for two weeks, 
when the Indians finally left us, nnd we 
made the remainder of our way to Cali- 
fornia unmolested. The band that at- 
tacked us belonged to tbe Apache tribe." 


MB, BALDWIN'S FOBTPNE

"That is the way I made my money," 


he said, "for I never had any great 
stroke of luck like some otber men. 
The Chronicle gave me tbe name of 
'Lucky" for some successful venture I 
>ad mad* in stocks. I worked hard, 
and I examined the mine* that I bought. 
[ crawled through tunnels and went 
iown shafts, and labored for years like 
a slave." 
;'I have made some big deals." said 


Mr. Baldwin. "In 1876 I cleared four 
and a half million* at one time oot of 
be Oph r mine at Virginia City, Nev. 


'. had all tbe dealers on tbe coast and 
the California Bank against me, but I 
utwitted tbein, and broke the Bank or 
rather tbat was what led to its break. 
)y tbe way tbe history of that bank has 
>«ea rather remarkable. It broke in 
1876'for $14,000,000, but it paid off 
verything, and it* stock ia now worth i 


double the par value. When I had the 
bank and its friends outwitted, I could 
have made $18,000,000. 
Somebody 


might hove shot me, but still I could 
have done it." 


In his capacity of millionaire Mr. 


Baldwin, of course, rubbed against the 
other millionaires of the Pacific Coast, 
and is intimately acquainted with them 
all.

crowd. Mackay 
made 
his 
fortune 


out of mines, and he and Baldwin 
have crawled through many miles of 
tunnel together. Mr. Baldwin puts his 
wealth at $20,000,000, and tbutof Flood 
and O'Brien at $10,000,000 each. Fair's 
he estimates at $10,000,000. Tha rail- 
road people go above that. The estate 
of Mrs. Mark Hopkins, he says, is worth 
over $30,000,000, and that of Crocker 
about $10,000,000.

Ban Francisco 
Mr. Baldwin estimates to be the richest 
city m the world in proportion to its 
population. There are plenty of mill- 
ionaires there whom one bos never beard 
of.

Fir Pillows" May Adorn Cily 


The reign of the crazy silk quilt was 


over. Tbe log-cabin has died a natural 
death long since. The Afghan, like the 
Dutch Bepublic, has had its rise aud 
fall. Scrim aprons had passed the me- 
ridian of a healthy life, 
Kensington of 


all sorts bad been buried with the change 
of faahiou. 
All enthusiasm for the 


minor articles of fancy work has been 
laid away in ice for Winter use. There 
had come a lull in the life of woman. 
Tbe non-accomplished felt a void in her 
life that no duties to lover, husband or 
children could fill. 


A foreigner from the region of New 


York or New Haven came to tbe shores 
of Maine, writes a correspondent at 
Oastine. A few magic words are whis- 
pered, and all are on the alert. The 
idea assumes a substantial form and in a 
grand success. Linen, canvas, pongee, 
satin and plushes are iu great demand, 
Embroidery flosses of every conceivable 
skado are brought out. Our woods are 
devastated. 
Our firs, and even pines 


and spruces, by mistake, are shorn of 
their beauty. Tbe twigs of the fire are 
greedily tora from their mother tree by 
tender fingers unused to scratches and 
pitch. Men and women who formerly 
knew not a pine from a birch search for 
the tender green spill. Languid youths 
glory in the title of Knights of the Fir, 
won by their arduous labor in the cause 
of the fair. Never a day passes that 
one sees not some lady or middle-aged 
gentleman toiling up the hill, bent under 
the weight of a load of fir. No regard 
for appearances prevents women, young 
and old, from walking through 
the 


streets with whole fir forests strapped to 
their backs. 


Dried in tbe sunlight tbe branches of 


the fir nil the air with the sweetest of 
perfumes. 
The spills falling from their 


sterna form a brown, fragrant carpet. 
Now the embroidered cage appears. An 
inner case of unbleached cotton is filled 
with the fir, tbe pillow-case is slipped 
on, sewed, a neat ribbon bow tacked on 
one corner and voila I wo have the fir 
pillow. Varioua are the devices on tbe 
pillow-case. Perhaps there is a branch, 
a symbol of the fir tree or a foreat on a 
small scale. More often it is a quota- 
tion, as : " Give me_pf your balm, O fir 
tree!" 
"The murmuring pines and 


the hemlocks." 
"Dreams of the for- 


est " and " The breath of the fir we have 
always with os." Besides their intrin- 
sic worth, which is from $3 to $5, they 
are valuable for gifts, and are far supe- 
rior to the ordinary sofa pillow. 


If the sweet soporine influence lulls 


us right within the shades of the pines 
to pleasant sleep, it must, indeed, be a 
bonanza to those within the city's gates. 
Oft has the unmtiated, a scoffer of the 
virtues of the fir pillow, thrown himself 
upon a softi and buried bis head in an 
inoffensive looking pillow. Slowly but 
surely the sweet influence steals over 
bis senses, he yields to the magic of 
its charm, aud sees the Maine coast, 
perchance old Castiue wbiob first gave 
birth to the pillow of fir.

An Immense Amount or Wealth 


Said to be Hidden in Colorado.

It isn't often that one runs across a 


story of olden times, and especially of 
times in the wild, wild West, that has 
the semblance of truth, but a story told 
by a Mexican who -was recently in the 
city has a flavoring of probability about 
it. Of course it is a legend handed down 
to him by his ancestors, and, of course, 
the story has been told before, but it 
will bear repenting because the Vasqucz 
Canyon alluded to is now known as 
Clear Creek Canyon: 


In the years 1679-1680 the Indians of 


New Mexico, goaded to fury by the 
Spaniards, rose against them all and 
made a general massacre of all the 
Spanish settlers in that whole Territory, 
El Paso alone escaping 
destruction. 


Among those -whom by previous good 
and just treatment of the natives had 
won their confidence was a Castilian 
family of the name of Villagra, whose 
ancestors 100 years before had settled in 
New Mexico in the valley of the Upper 
Abiquin. The family consisted of the 
father, 'Don Benito, six sons, named 
Juan, Jesus, Ramon, Sanchez, Sandoval 
and Bieo, three daughters, 
Dolores, 


Chuchita and Carolina, with seven Bis- 
cay retainers from the old Spanish 
estate of the Villagras. 


Settled on the Abiquin, above Tierra 


Amailla, the Villagras had obtained a 
grant of fifty Cabelleries de Titrra; here 
they farmed, had vast herds of goats 
and sheep, exceeding 400,000, over 
1,000 good horses and mules, and 50,- 
300 head of cattle. So time passed away 
Ln those days previous to the massacre. 
The Villagras, father and son, controlled 
with their retainers over 1,000 peons, 
who were employed as herders, laborers 
and mechanics. Everything was made 
on the estate—all the cloth, leather, 
blankets, pottery, tools, powder, cutlery 
—even firearms and saddlery. Iron and 
copper •were then smelted in a rude way, 
and gave them all they needed for their 
crude but useful ware. But another fact 
was not so well known. How was it 
;hat yearly from twenty to thirty mule 
oads of silver and gold were forwarded 
Jrom Abiquin by devious 
mountain 


Tains to Old Mexico, thence to Slazat- 
;an, returning in four months' time with 
oads of the rich goods of the East Indies 
and China and Spanish manufactures 
:rom Manila? 
Then was the mystery. Time at last 


las divulged the secret, but not that of 
;he source of the mineral wealth of the 
Villagras. 


As before remarked, the Pueblo In- 


dians of the valleys of Abiquin, San 
Juan, etc., etc., had been well treated 
aud always well received by the wealthy 
ranchero and his faoaily. When sick 
they had medical treatment, when op- 
jressed, when hungry they were fed, 
md their rights protected at all times. 
Appreciating all this, the Pueblos, un- 
able to do anything for their generous 
neighbor, 'had imparted to him alone 
their secret, a secret heretofore religi- 
rasly and constantly kept from the 
knowledge of the grasping Spaniards, 
vhose avarice had ground down Old 
klexico for over one and one-half centu- 
ries. Far off from the Villagra Hacienda, 
n the recesses of the awful grondeur of 
•he Conejos Mountain, 
the grateful 


Pueblos had revealed to Don Benito and 
us six Rons the access and the road to a, 
wondrous cave, into •which 600 feet, 
under a massive rooky chaos of dis- 
ntegrated granite, vras a vast led<>e, 77 
eet wide, of solid native silver largely 
mixed with gold. Villagra, well knowing 
he vast value 6i this discovery but bound 
by an oath with hie sons never to reveal 
bis to any one, knew that the secret 
once divulged the mine would be seized J 
and tbe Pueblos eoilared to work it. j 


He would never be recognized as its 
owner, and the extirpation of his indus- 
trious neighbors would follow. Hence- 
forward, once or twice a year, he would, 
with his sons, secretly mine and trans- 
port 200 arrobaa of native silver and 
gold, enclose it in a rawhide and sheep- 
skin packs, and with one faithful Bis 
cayen, send his cavallade of mulea by 
the route of tbe Little Colorado, Gtla 
River, Tucson, etc., to Muzatlan, there 
to be forwarded to Philippines for 
disposal and payment of the royal fifth, 
unknown to the Mexican authorities. 
(This had for twenty years been unin- 
terrupted. The wealth of tbe Villagras 
increased yearly ; all prospered until 
one day before the intended massacre of 
the Spaniards in all New Mexico, the 
faithful Pueblos gave him warning, 
aided him with bis horses, mules and 
flocks, his wealth in gold and silver on 
200 pack animals, the Villagras family, 
with their 
Spanish 
retainers, were 


guided northward by a route passing at 
Book Creek, near Del Norte, thence to 
Poucha Pass by the Arkansas Valley 
into Bayou Salada or South Park. Here 
they wintered. When Spring came in 
1681, Villagras, guided by an Aztec In- 
dian, crossed from South Park to the 
great plains, and in a secluded valley or 
an affluent of the Finite, between tbe 
foatbtlls and a volcanic table-mountain, 
be placed the site of his future settle- 
ment. 
Arriving there in May, 1681, 


Villages' first care was hia flocks ; next, 
for safety, be buried 113 arrobas of 
silver and 71 of gold in a trench bearing 
west-southwest from a certain walled 
mound erected by him for a defensive 
camp, tbe spot being indicated when, 
on June 22d, the shadow of a certain 
reck, near sunset, in the shape of a rude 
stone column n few feet high, was in 
line with tbt> center of a huge yellow 
sandstone cliff, projecting in a ravine 
nearly half a mile sooth of the stone- 
walled mound. 


Tbe settlement of Villigras for a few 


years escaped tha attention of 
the 


Northern Indians. Little by little, bow- 
ever, the- vast wealth of tbe family in- 
creased in cattle and horses, the fertile 
soil yielded an abundance of grain and 
hay, the whole plain for miles to the 
Platte Biver was dotted over with his 
sheep. 


One bright morning iu September, 


1687, the Indiana suddenly appeared, 
the settlement was destroyed. Villagras 
and bis sons fought desperately for lib- 
erty, but the numbers of the foe pre- 
vailed. All were killed except Chuchita, 
whom, led into captivity, became the 
wife of a Sioux chief. The treasure i* 
yet undug. Who will get it ? It lies 
yet near the mouth of Vasquez (Clear 
Creek) canyon.
